PLANS to place three schools in 
the same location in Saltwood 
would make current traffic chaos 
even worse and “strangle” the vil¬ 
lage, say campaigners. 

Kent County Council wants to move 
Foxwood School in Hythe and Highview in 
Folkestone to the site of Brockhill Park per¬ 
forming arts college in Sandling Road. 

But those who live in the area say the situa¬ 
tion is already dangerous and up to 16 buses 
can be battling for space with parents’ cars 
along the narrow street. 

Dr Susanne Warrilow, who lives in Sandling 
Road and whose petition has reached almost 
200 signatures, said KCC was creating a 
recipe for disaster. 

“If it goes ahead, there would be five schools 
within a one-mile radius and up to 800 extra 
movements a day due to the extra students 
and high ratio of teachers,” she said. 

“I have a 10-year-old who’s never walked into 
the village because it’s too dangerous when 
buses mount the kerb to pass each other. 

“When driving to work in the morning you 
have to battle with infuriated parents who are 
trying to drop their children off and people are 
constantly parking in our driveway.” 

Foxwood School in Seabrook Road, Hythe, 
caters for children aged three to 19 with severe 
learning difficulties or autism, while Highview 
in Moat Farm Road, Folkestone, teaches five- to 
16-year-olds with moderate learning difficulties. 

Both were federated in November last year

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Designer harbours 
challenging ideas 
to fix up seafront

WORLD-renowned archi¬ 
tect Sir Terry Farrell has 
been commissioned to take 
over the regeneration plans 
for Folkestone Harbour 
after years of delay caused 
by the recession. 

Yourshepway first revealed in 
August that Sir Terry had been 
linked with the harbour, as part of a 
county-wide development strategy 
for Kent County Council spanning 
the next 20 years. 

However he has now officially been 
confirmed as working on proposals to 
“potentially update or possibly 
supersede” what was outlined in the 
2005 Foster masterplan and has 
been commissioned directly by the 
Folkestone Harbour Company 

FHC spokesman Trevor Minter 
said: “We are delighted Sir Terry has 
accepted our invitation to suggest a 
way forward in developing Folke¬ 
stone’s seafront site. 

“Foster and Partners set out some 
inspiring proposals in their master- 
plan for the area, but their approach 
required very significant investment 
in infrastructure before building 
could begin. 

“We have also received new plan¬ 
ning guidelines from the 
Environment Agency relating to 
flood mitigation that place consider¬ 
able additional economic pressure on 
any development of the site. 

“In these current challenging eco¬ 
nomic circumstances it could be 
many years before any real progress 
could be made and we are keen to 
move forward.” 

“Sir Terry is working to a brief that 
has similar ambitions; to devise pro¬ 
posals that will deliver significant 
benefits to the public realm and cre¬ 
ate an attractive seafront environ¬ 
ment for the benefit of visitors. 

“The new challenge is to find a way 
that adapts to prevailing economic 
conditions and that will allow devel¬ 
opment to take place in phases.”

Public consultations on the new 
proposals will begin in the new year, 
after the harbour company this week 
gave presentations to Shepway coun¬ 
cil, Folkestone town council and var¬ 
ious business and civic groups. 

Sir Terry has designed a number of 
high-profile buildings in the past, 
including the TV-AM studios in 
North London which features paint¬ 
ed egg cups in the place of urns and 
the MI6 building at Vauxhall Cross. 

He is also behind a number of 
international transport hubs, includ¬ 
ing the modem home of Charing 
Cross station, as well as the railway 
terminuses at Beijing South and 
New Delhi. 

Former Saga boss Roger De Haan 
bought the 35-acre harbour site in 
2004 from its previous owners Sea 
Containers, with the intention of 
turning the area into a commercial 
and residential development and re¬ 
establishing the town’s traditional 
links with the sea. 

Lord Foster, whose firm designed 
Wembley Stadium and the iconic 
‘Gherkin’ tower in the City of London 
as well as the Folkestone Academy 
building closer to home, was hired to 
devise a blueprint to transform its 
fortunes. 

However the so-called masterplan, 
which included a university campus, 
ice-rink, exhibition area, fast-ferry 
port and 1,400 homes, was stalled 
due to the economic downturn.

HIGH-SPEED trains which bring 
Folkestone within an hour’s reach 
of central London launch their full 
timetable this weekend, with serv¬ 
ices running throughout the day. 

Southeastern has been running a peak time 
preview service from Ashford International to 
St Pancras since the summer, which was later 
extended to include Folkestone West and 
Folkestone Central. 

The journey time will take between 54 and 59 
minutes from each station respectively, shaving 
off nearly three quarters of an hour from the 
regular mainline route. 

The Japanese-built Javelin trains can travel 
at up to 140 miles per hour and Southeastern 
say the new service will increase capacity by 
five per cent during peak hours, in what is the 
largest change to the timetables in 40 years. 

Managing director Charles Horton said: ‘We 
have worked hard over a number of years with 
all stakeholders to be able to get to this point. 

“This new timetable is very important for 
Kent. It will help provide more choice for pas¬ 
sengers, mean the full introduction of high 
speed services and help us to continue to 
improve our performance levels.” 

The high-speed trains will run up to a half- 
hourly service from this Sunday, including at 
peak times, seven days a week and alternate 
between direct routes and changing at Ashford. 

There were concerns that Folkestone would 
be deprived of some regular services to other 


London stations as a result of the new high¬ 
speed schedule. 

But negotiations between Shepway council 
and Southeastern led to direct services to 
Charing Cross and Cannon Street being kept 
during peak times, with half hourly direct 
trains to Charing Cross at off-peak times and 
on Saturdays. 

There will also be a doubling of the current 
off-peak services to Charing Cross from 
Sandling and Westenhanger. 

The 29 trains are six carriages long and seat 
338 people, with a capacity for about 500 stand¬ 
ing. However, they will often be hooked togeth¬ 
er to form 12-car formations, meaning about 


1,000 people could travel at peak times. Prices 
for the peak high-speed service are £30.30 for a 
single, £52.50 for a return, £28.70 for an off- 
peak return and £113.90 for a weekly ticket. By 
comparison mainline prices are £25.90 for sin¬ 
gle, £44.40 for return, £29.60 for an off-peak 
return and £95 for a weekly ticket. 

However, some fares will rise on January 2 as 
part of Southeastern’s franchise agreement 
with the Government, including the high-speed 
off-peak rising to £30.80. 

A controversial parking permit zone has been 
introduced in the streets around Folkestone 
West station ahead of the timetable launch, in 
a bid to tackle commuter traffic. 


0ver-50s holidays 
threatened by Bill 

SAGA is lobbying the Government over 
its proposed age discrimination legisla¬ 
tion to include exemptions for its over- 
508 holiday and insurance packages. 

The company, which is Shepway’s 
biggest employer, fears its tailored servic¬ 
es could be undermined unless specific 
provisions are made in the proposed 
Equality Bill going through parliament. 

It is intended to replace hundreds of 
individual rulings over equality in order 
to simplify and streamline the process 
and could come into effect as early as 
next year. 

Folkestone and Hythe MP Michael 
Howard asked the Solicitor-General Vera 
Baird to consider the bill’s implications in 
a Commons debate last week. He said: 
“Very many of my constituents’ jobs 
depend on the continuing success of 
Saga. That continuing success is called 
into question by the provisions of the Bill 
as it stands.”

Traffic management 
will be part of school 
relocation assessment

and they share a governing body. 

Gerald Landers, who lives opposite 
Brockhill’s entrance, said: “When we 
first came here 30-odd years ago 
most of the children came to school 
by bike or train and there was the 
odd bus, but today the majority are 
coming by car and the rest on 
double-deckers. 

“Most of the children who are dis¬ 
abled have to be brought in by taxis 
or in minibuses from as far as 
Margate and Ramsgate. 

“But if you’re going to put in the 
wheelchairs, then each minibus can’t 
take more than two or three. 

“Everybody in this road is being 
strangled by the traffic situation - 
even people going to the station in 
the morning or to get on to the 
motorway have to judge what time to 
leave.” 

A KCC spokesman said: “Both 
Foxwood and Highview Schools are 
currently sited on impractical, slop¬ 
ing sites in buildings that are far 
from ideal. 

“Neither site is appropriate for 


redevelopment. The two schools 
need to be relocated.” 

Each school’s students could share 
sports, science and arts facilities 
while promoting greater under¬ 
standing and sharing best practice 
and specialism among staff, he said. 

The spokesman added: “KCC is 
exploring traffic-management issues 
and is confident of achieving a solu¬ 
tion that does not have a negative 
impact on the community. 

“KCC has undertaken a detailed 
traffic study which has resulted in a 
full transport assessment. The traf¬ 
fic impact assessment will be consid¬ 
ered as part of the planning- 
approval process. 

“There are surplus secondary 
places across Shepway and this is 
forecast to increase during the next 
10 years... due to falling birth rate. 

“Brockhill Park, like other second¬ 
ary schools in the district, will 
accommodate fewer students in the 
future.”

Artist hoping 

light show wil 4 
go down a storm

A MASSIVE light show which will 
operate in tune with storms around 
the world is being staged in Deal. 

It incorporates the entirety of the town’s pier 
using an array of hi-tech equipment. 

It’s the brainwave of artist Katie Paterson, 
who has a fascination for all things space and 
beyond. 

But for now she has limited her interest to 
the entirety of planet Earth. 

The evocative artwork is called Streetlight 
Storm. She will be transforming the pier into 
an alternative light show reflecting global 
storm patterns as they happen live. 

Flicker 

Katie, who lives in London, was commis¬ 
sioned by Vauxhall Motors to create this incred¬ 
ible piece of artwork. 

Along the length of the pier stretching out to 
sea, the lights will flicker in time with lightning 
storms as they occur live across the globe. 

She is already heralded as one of the best 
exponents of creating poetic artworks 
exploring landscape, space and time, using 
technology to bring together the commonplace 
and the cosmic. 

Now Streetlight Storm deftly harnesses 
everyday technology to connect with vast natu¬ 
ral phenomena, collapsing the distance

between us and remote meteorological events. 

Katie’s previous work includes mapping all of 
the dead stars that she could spot in the night 
skies. 

Now with Streetlight Storm, lightning sig¬ 
nals from as far away as the North Pole and 
North Africa will be received by a single large 
antenna at the end of the pier and translated 


into an intricate light show so everyone in the 
area will known when a storm is raging. As the 
pattern of lightning strikes changes, so the pier 
lights oscillate correspondingly, displaying a 
subtlety that contrasts with the power and 
drama of the storms that they reflect. 

Katie said she was already interested in 
weather systems, drawing her to investigate 
lightning storms, which, like other potentially 
dangerous natural phenomena, inspire fascin¬ 
ation and fear in equal measure. 

Streetlight Storm is also supported by the 
Albion Gallery, in partnership with Turner 
Contemporary and Whitstable Biennale. 

And of course JMW Turner was an artist 
associated closely with landscape, producing 
numerous works inspired by the quality of 
light, changing skies and often turbulent seas 
of the east Kent coast. 

Katie, 28, said: “The light show won’t scare 
the locals - it will be quite subtle - but I guess 
there will be some who may wonder what’s 
going on when their pier starts flashing. 

“The idea is that the antenna will pick up the 
lightning as it happens and that signal will be 
relayed to the lights on the pier. 

“The more intense the lightning is, the more 
extravagant the lighting response will be. 

“Hopefully it will vary from a glimmer to 
some real crackling. This is all new to me, so 
I have plenty of help from people more experi¬ 
enced with the technology than I am, but 
it promises to be an amazing show of light 
variations.”

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Father's grief becomes 
a cry from the heart

A GRIEVING father has written 
a book about coping with the 
death of his teenage son and the 
tragic suicide of his ex-wife who 
could not face life without her boy. 

In his book, Losing James - A Father Cries 
Too, Michael Bollom gives a candid account of 
how he dealt with the double tragedy that 
tore his world apart. 

The 50-year-old, from Bearsted, near 
Maidstone, recalled the moment on 
December 4, 2005, that he found out his 16- 
year-old son James was dead. 

“I felt a complete numbness,” he said. “My 
life fell apart. I didn’t really know what was 
going on for those first few months.” 

James was killed in a car crash in 
Wateringbury, near Maidstone, a month 
short of his 17th birthday. He had been a pas¬ 
senger in a speeding car that went out of con¬ 
trol and hit an oncoming vehicle. 

Mr Bollom, a director of a manufacturing 
company in Sittingboume, said: “James died 
instantly. His side of the car took the full 
impact of the crash. Losing someone through 
the fault of somebody else feels even worse. 

“The driver was done for dangerous driving 
and was sentenced to two years and three 
months in prison, but some of that was spent 
on probation. The penalty didn’t seem to take 
into account that a life was lost.” 

But things got worse for Mr Bollom when, 
just three months after the fatal crash that 
killed his son, his ex-wife Samantha took her 
own life. 

“She couldn’t cope with life without James,” 
he said. “They had a very good relationship; 
they were best friends. She just couldn’t go on 
without him.” 

James shared his time between his par¬ 
ents, but spent the majority with his moth¬ 
er. 

Mr Bollom said: “Samantha and I had a 
good relationship. When she died it was like 
reliving the whole experience of James’s 
death again.” 

Asked whether he had considered suicide 
himself, Mr Bollom said: ‘When you lose a 
child, of course you think, What’s the point?’ 
But I was fortunate to have a strong network 
around me, including my wife of ten years. 
But Samantha felt she couldn’t carry on.” 

In his book, Mr Bollom talks about how he 
sought solace in the spiritual realm through 
a medium. He admitted that prior to the

tragedy he was sceptical about spiritual life, 
but now believes he would not have got 
through his grief without it. 

“It was able to show me that no matter 
what, James is always there,” he said. 

“There were things the medium knew that 
were so accurate, things only James and I 
would know. I talk about this in the book, but 
only as my opinion. I don’t want to preach to 
people about how to deal with their grief.” 


A main factor in Mr Bollom’s book is that it 
deals with the grief of a father. 

“It is rare for a book like this to be written 
by a man,” he said. 

“Most are written from a female perspec¬ 
tive, but I think it’s very important to see that 
fathers suffer too. 

“They have to carry on and be strong for 
others and in a way they have a harder job 
because they are trying to deal with their 
grief while carrying on as normal. It’s hard to 
see a mother grieving for a lost child, but at 
times fathers are somewhat forgotten when 
their grief is just as bad. 

“No parent should have to bury a child.” 

Money raised from sales of the book - 
which took 15 months to write - is going to a 
charity to help people dealing with bereave¬ 
ment. Mr Bollom said he was looking into 
which charity to choose. 

He added: “I miss James, we were close. He 
was best man at my wedding. He was always 
smiling and liked by everyone. There were 
450 people at his funeral, all of different ages. 

“Writing this book has helped me cope with 
his death. I hope it will help others who have 
lost someone close.”

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Stargazers aim to 
reclaim the night 

DARKNESS at night is one of the things that 
defines the countryside, but that is rapidly 
declining and with it our views of the stars and 
planets. 

For eight years Anton Vamplew worked at 
the Royal Observatory in Greenwich. He now 
runs Planetarium Earth, a company dedicated 
to space and astronomy, from his home in 
Langton Green, near Tunbridge Wells. 

He said: “Responsible councils are getting 
better with their policies for preventing light 
pollution, but we have a long way to go. 

“Security lighting is a concern. I understand 
the need, but with a little effort the search- 
fights on private property, public buildings and 
business premises can be scaled down and 
reflected not to embrace the sky. It is a matter 
of education. 

“Campaigning has made a difference in 
some areas, but towns and cities will never get 
the views of the skies at night back.” 


Deterioration 


Trevor Cannon, of the Mid Kent 
Astronomical Society, is among those cam¬ 
paigning for the return of dark skies. 

He said: “Over 30 years’ study I have seen a 
big difference in the clarity of the sky at night. 
There has been a dramatic deterioration. We 
have to curb both fight and air pollution. There 
is law, but no one seems to be imposing it.” 

Already the heart of the Milky Way is blotted 
out for more than half the UK population and 
the Campaign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE) has data from satellites showing the 
fight pollution is spreading. 

Michael Smith, professor of astronomy at the 
University of Kent, said: “More than 300 
megawatts of power is wasted skywards from 
UK street fights and the annual cost is £100 
million.” 

It seems that many are still unaware that 
intrusive fighting is, since 2006, by law a 
statutory nuisance under the Environmental 
Protection Act. Exterior fight emitted from 
premises that is prejudicial to health or a 
nuisance is a criminal offence. The CPRE cam¬ 
paign would like to see it used to raise aware¬ 
ness with discussion and mediation in the first 
place rather than court action. 

The charity also points out that the law 
clearly cites fights from premises, so street 
fighting is ruled out, but it is urging people to 
report other bad examples to environmental 
health officers.

What is your role in the Salvation Army in Hythe? 


A I have been Bandmaster (volunteer) for 33 
years. I am also a member of two commit¬ 
tees: the Pastoral Council, which deals with 
mainly spiritual matters, and the Church 
Council, dealing with administration, special 
events and organisation matters. I teach 
children to play brass instruments as part of 
my commitment to The Salvation Army 

Q Tell us more about the Shepway Community Gospel 
Choir and the Salvation Army Football Club 

A The gospel choir is open to everybody, 
irrespective of race, colour or creed, and 
there are no auditions. 

This is not a Salvation Army choir, but the 
organisation allows rehearsals to take place 
in the church as part of our commitment to the 
community. The musical director is my son 
Wesley - he has tremendous experience. 

The football club came about as a response 
to an observed need within the community. 


The club now has two sections, one for 11- to 
15-year olds and 16+, boys and girls. The 16+ 
group plays in the Kent Church League. 

Captain Phil Layton runs the club within a 
Christian framework. There’s no preaching, 
but bad language is discouraged and the 
youngsters are encouraged to play fairly. 

This is open to anyone - just turn up outside 
the Salvation Army Church, Portland Road, 
Hythe, at 11.30am on a Sunday. 

Q Where can people find out about the Salvation Army 
and become involved? 

A We have our own website, www.

Q Have you any favourite memories of your time with the 
organisation? 

A As a member of the International Staff Band, 
I have toured the world, but in October 
2006 I had the privilege of taking the Hythe 
Salvation Army band and choir to Estonia. 

I was asked if I was prepared to take the 
band into an area known as The Lines, an area 
of Tallinn where 6,000 stateless people live in 
appalling conditions, where neither the police 
nor the emergency services will venture. 

I agreed and it was an unbelievable experi¬ 
ence. We just stood and played and within 
minutes crowds came and little old ladies 
started to dance and just kept saying “Thank 


you for coming, thank you”. This one event 
meant more to me than playing in concert 
halls around the world. 

Q You resigned as a town councillor over the Hythe 
Imperial Hotel plans - what were your objections? 

A A few years ago the LibDems gained con¬ 
trol - everyone was ‘new’. The local 
Conservatives were hopping mad when the 
LibDem councillors who were elected for both 
Hythe and Shepway were not supporting 
Hythe Town Council decisions at Shepway - 
and quite rightly. 

At the Shepway planning meeting the 
Deputy Mayor of Hythe spoke against a 
democratically-voted resolution by Hythe 
Town Council. 

In my book that is hypocritical and I do not 
want to be part of that.

Police issue SmartWater 
kits to help net criminals 

TRAWLERMEN have been given valuable new 
tools in a bid to warn off criminals who target 
their equipment and propellers. 

Fishermen working off Dungeness, Hythe 
and Folkestone have been given free property¬ 
marking kits and warning signs to fit on lamp- 
posts to deter thieves. 

An invisible liquid called SmartWater is 
sprayed on items and its unique forensic code 
is used to link it to an owner’s address. 

If any of the items are stolen, it also leaves 
traces of the fluid behind and ultraviolet detec¬ 
tion equipment is then used in police custody 
areas to spot whether a suspect has handled 
the goods. 

The substance has already been tried and 
tested, with high levels of success in other 
parts of Kent. Another deterrent includes the 
propellers being deeply etched using an 
electrolysis kit to mark them. 

PC Di Leslie-Veal secured the funding from 
the Shepway Community Safety Unit to pro¬ 
vide the extra protection. 

She said: “These kits will help them protect 
their property and neighbourhood policing teams 
will carry out regular patrols to act as a further 
deterrence and provide reassurance. I am also 
liaising with scrap-metal merchants to ask them 
to be alert to items like propellers being sold.”

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Afghanistan: a soldier's tale 

How a Kent TV journalist brought an Army captain’s memoirs to life

TWO of the most highly regarded 
books to come out of the conflict in 
Afghanistan recount the experi¬ 
ences of Captain Doug Beattie of 
the 1st Battalion Royal Irish Rifles. 

The Military Cross holder first put together 
an account of a ferocious battle against the 
Taliban to retake the town of Garmsir called 
An Ordinary Soldier. 

The News of the World called it “exhilarat¬ 
ing, bloody, moving and terrifying” while The 
Sunday Times said it was “a riveting read”. 

The follow up “Task Force Helmand” 
describes Capt Beattie’s return to the war- 
zone in the role of mentoring and training 
members of the Afghan National Police and 
Afghan National Army. 

But for a chance encounter in 2006 under¬ 
neath a camouflage net while waiting for a 
Hercules transport aircraft out of the British 
base Camp Bastion and the prompting of Capt 
Beattie’s wife Margaret, neither book would 
have seen the light of day. 

The man with the task of turning the 
Northern Irish officer’s notes and memories 
into bestseller material was Philip Gomm who 
met him while waiting to return to the UK after 
working as a cameraman in the combat zone. 

Mr Gomm, a former reporter with Meridian 
TV, who lives just outside Ashford, said: “I’d 
been filming for the ITV regions which include 
Meridian and I was on my way home. 

“I was waiting for a flight while sitting next 
to a chap with a battered and bruised face. It 
looked as though he had been involved in 
something very serious. 

‘We got talking and it turned out he’d fought a 
battle to retake Garmsir which should have last¬ 
ed two days but he was actually there for two 
weeks. Like all Irishmen, he told a good story. 


“And it wasn’t just about Afghanistan. 
Doug had guarded ex Nazi leader Rudolph 
Hess in Spandau Prison and been a 
Regimental Sergeant Major under Iraq hero 
Tim Collins. 

“I said to him that during my 40 years of life 
I’d wanted to write a book but it had never 
happened as I’d never found the right subject. 

“Then I said that today looking at you I’ve 
found someone who I know people will find 
interesting - because I certainly do.” 

The pair exchanged contact details and Mr 
Gomm thought that well could be the end of 
any contact. 

But six months later he got an email from 
Capt Beattie. 

“It turned out that when he got home, back 
to Northern Ireland, Doug found he could not 
talk about his experiences to his wife - but he 
started to write them down so she could read 
them,” said Mr Gomm. 

“It was she who suggested he contacted the 
person who had said he was interested in writ¬ 


ing a book so I got a whole load of documents 
and notes to look at. 

“Doug is so candid, honest and emotional he 
is a dream for a writer. You don’t have to prise 
things out. He didn’t mind admitting he had 
cried and had nightmares about what he had 
seen and done. 

“In a broader way it was beneficial and 
cathartic for him to get things out. Other sol¬ 
diers returning from combat don’t have that 
outlet and can bottle up things. Five or ten 
years later that can cause real problems.” 

Three agents expressed interest in the book 
as did five publishers and it ended up selling - 
to date - around 60,000 copies. 

Capt Beattie was all set to leave the Army 
but then received a phone call. 

“This was in 2008 and his commanding offi¬ 
cer asked him to train some of the younger 
recruits and work with Afghan police and sol¬ 
diers,” said Mr Gomm. 

His experiences have just been published in a 
second book, in collaboration with Mr Gomm. 


It recounts 50 major engagements with the 
Taliban and horrific incidents such as the 
death of a child by a British mortar shell and 
how Afghan soldiers - working alongside UK 
forces - murdered a Taliban prisoner. 

It also recounts Afghan soldiers displaying 
the body parts of a suicide bomber as a warn¬ 
ing to other insurgents. 

Mr Gomm said: “I feel that Doug got harder 
on his second tour. The first time he took a life 
- in 2006 - it affected him deeply but he got 
hardened to it.” 

Capt Beattie is now retired from the Army 
but is still active in the Territorials and the 
British Legion in his home town of Portadown. 

He said: “I wrote what I wrote honestly from 
a soldiers’ point of view and Phil - who has 
never served in the military - did a brilliant 
job of turning it into a language people could 
understand.”

As the county trials a new NHS cash-card scheme, do we really want to determine our own health care? 



Choice is for the supermarket, 
not for decisions on medicine 


WHEN I go to the shop to buy 
breakfast cereal, I want a choice. 

Currently I’m going for the healthy option 
and buying Shredded Wheat, but next week... 
who knows? 

I might decide to start my day with sugar- 
coated toasted confectionery, or purchase a box 
of those brightly-coloured things with marsh¬ 
mallow bits that make it difficult to concen¬ 
trate if you eat too many of them. 

Actually, they may have been banned now... 
the point is, I have a choice, and that’s just 
great. Choice is a popular thing - it allows us 
to assert our individuality through the medi¬ 
um of humorous ringtones, for example. 

In fact, having a choice, a say in who runs our 
country, is what our great democracy is built on. 

But is it always good to have a choice? 

Kent has been picked, along with some other 
counties, to pilot an NHS scheme which could 
take choice too far. 

The plan is to issue patients a cash-card, 
loaded with X thousand pounds that they 


can spend on health services of their choosing. 

The pilot is being run with pregnant women 
who will be asked to pick what they want to 
spend their birth budget on, instead of those 
meddling, fully-qualified, experienced profes¬ 
sionals doing it for them. Fantastic! 

But do pregnant women really need to feel in 
control of their own health budget? I would 
assume they already have quite a lot to think 
about, let alone taking on a temporary unpaid 
job as an NHS finance manager. 

Not being pregnant, or indeed a woman, I 
don’t know. But what I do know is that if I am 
ill, particularly if it is something serious, I just 
want to go somewhere and be cured. 

I don’t want to choose my own treatment. I 
want a doctor to do that because he is rather 
more likely to know what he’s doing. 

Yet if the pilot is deemed a success, then the 
cash-cards could be rolled out for other groups 
- cancer patients, the elderly, the terminally ill. 

Professional medical staff have already lined 
up against the plan, with both the Royal 
College of Midwives and the King’s Trust 


arguing that similar schemes in Europe have 
led to mis-spent money which does nothing to 
improve patients’ health. 

Some groups - the young, the old, the men¬ 
tally ill - may not be in the best position to 
correctly judge what treatment they need. 

And aside from the practical issues, there 
are serious moral questions here, too. 

Who is ultimately responsible if the patient 
makes the wrong choice? The type one diabetes 
sufferer who decides to trust in homeopathic 
charlatans instead of taking insulin injections? 
Is it their fault their condition deteriorates? 

Sometimes choice is not what we need. 
Breakfast cereal? Yes. Elected representa¬ 
tives? Yes. Ringtones? If you really must. 

But when we are ill we just need to be confi¬ 
dent we are getting the best care possible, 
wherever we go, without the added stress of 
balancing a budget.

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need European countries to act together to 
achieve this. But no one should 
underestimate how difficult this will be to 
achieve, or how long it will take. 

Unfortunately, as this is written, there is 
no guarantee that the Metropolitan Police 
unit dealing with trafficking will have its 
funding renewed. 

And the European Union policies which, 
in principle, would lead towards common 
asylum and immigration policies are 
under-developed and underfunded. 

If asylum-seekers are to cease to be the 
favourite scapegoats of those who refuse to 
see them as human beings deserving 
humanitarian treatment, then our political 
leaders need to direct their attention and 
more resources to the aim of making all 
movements of people across borders legal, 
fair and safe.

Asylum-seekers see us as 
beacon of hope in world 

Without going into the complexities of EU 
immigration and refugee policy that have 
pushed the borders of Europe further and 
further out (even beyond the borders of the 
EU), I’d just like to point out how hard it 
can be to claim asylum in many countries of 
Europe, even if people want to. 

The question of why refugees seem to 


want to come is a complex one but is 
certainly connected to our reputation in the 
world - as a major economic and political 
power, as well as being a country where it is 
possible for some migrants to work hard 
and achieve a better life. 

In my view we not only have a 
responsibility to many of the migrants at 
our borders but should take pride that the 
UK is still seen as a place where people 
from across the world can find a welcome 
and can contribute to our society. 

Refugees and other migrants are often 
presented as being a burden. The reality is 
quite different: their energy and drive 
contribute vastly to our economy and as 
most migrants are young and healthy they 
do not need or use the health service to any 
great extent. 

No asylum-seeker is allowed to work, 
however, and the Government supports 
them at a rate well below Income Support - 
this means refugees in the process of 
applying to stay are forced to wait around 
until their case is concluded - something 
that may take years. 

To conclude, it is a pleasure to have this 
chance to tell people a bit more about 
ourselves and to have some sensible 
discussion about migration to Europe. 

Kent Refugee Help, like other 
local organisations such as Dover Detainee 
Support Group and Kent Refugee Action 
Network, is keen that people understand 
the reality of what it is to be a refugee and 
we try our best to support the most 
vulnerable in our society - those who are 
marginalised, criminalised and without 
rights and entitlements.

We must act now and 
stop this retail overkill 

Some of us have found time to go through 
the pile of information submitted by 
Sainsbury’s to support its proposal for a 
superstore in Hythe. As expected, the future 
is not as rosy as it would have you think. 

Shepway already has more superstores 
than it needs for the next 17 years. Don’t 
take my word for it, this is Shepway council 
and Kent County Council’s opinion. 

The proposed Hythe store will add 18 per 
cent more capacity. The resulting price war 
may be good for our wallets, but the small 
traders of Hythe will get caught in the 
crossfire. Many will not survive. 

Sainsbury’s says it will get more 
customers from Folkestone and beyond 
than from Hythe itself. Its spokesmen are 
kidding us, and possibly themselves. 

If they are going to get the business they 
target (1.3 times the amount presently 
spent on food in Hythe), it will have to come 
from north and west of Hythe. That means 
there will be far more traffic on London 
Road and Dymchurch Road than calculated. 

Its traffic model is based on a survey done 
in February and ignores parked cars and 
coaches on both sides of Miltary Road and 
Dymchurch Road. It predicts the queue on 
London Road for the traffic lights (going 
straight on) will never be more than eight 
cars long, and you will never have to queue 
to turn left into Military Road. 

Don’t be surprised if‘unexpected’ 
congestion leads to more double yellow lines 
all round the gyratory system. Despite 
trying, I have not been able to find any 
cases where a superstore has more than 
doubled the retail space in a town and the 
high street has not been decimated. 

Neither has Sainsbury’s. If readers love 
Hythe, they must not let this happen. Write 
to Shepway council this week.

Gerard now makes his 
own laws in Hollywood

WHEN Gerard Butler appeared on 
screen as King Leonidas in the 
stylised movie epic, 300, the world 
sat up and took notice. The fact he 
was sporting little more than a loin 
cloth and a six-pack no doubt 
helped the film gross more than 
$450 million at the box office, but it 
was also his commanding perform¬ 
ance that got audiences excited. 

Since the film’s release in 2007, the Scottish- 
born actor has gone on to star in the romantic 
drama, P.S. I Love You; Guy Ritchie’s gangster 
movie, RocknRolla; the romcom The Ugly 
Truth; and all-action flick Gamer. 

Such an eclectic mix of roles has proven 
Gerard’s chameleon-like quality and is one of 
the reasons he can now command a reported 
$15 million per movie. 

His box-office clout was a deciding factor in 
his choosing to produce, as well as star in, his 
latest movie, a crime thriller called Law 
Abiding Citizen. 

“There comes a time when you get a lot more 
say in which movies are going to be made, so 
then you want to be a little more involved and 
get some credit for it,” says Gerard, his 
Scottish accent still intact despite being based 
in Los Angeles for most of the year. 

He’s wearing jeans and a leather jacket, 
which he removes during the interview to 
reveal a long-sleeved T-shirt which hints at the 
impressive physique that made his name. 

Candid, chatty and prone to swearing inter¬ 
mittently, he’s just turned 40 but looks five 
years younger.

In Law Abiding Citizen, Gerard plays Clyde 
Shelton, an honest, upstanding family man 
whose life is left in tatters when his wife and 
daughter are brutally murdered. 

Starring opposite him is Oscar-winning 
Jamie Foxx who plays Nick Rice, a young and 
ambitious prosecutor. 

When Nick cuts a deal that spares one of the 
killers from death row, it proves a catalyst for 
Clyde to seek vengeance on the legal system 
and everyone who has let him down. 

Gerard first came across the story for Law 
Abiding Citizen when a script-writer cornered 
him and begged him to read his script. 

The story may have been pretty raw, but 
Gerard recognised its potential. 

“It was two years of slowly but surely getting 


this thing going and working on the script and 
developing it,” he says. 

“I had so much to do about how the story 
turned out and in actual fact some of the mis¬ 
takes that were made were the few areas 
where I didn’t stand up for myself, where I felt 
I wish I had believed in myself more there and 
trusted my gut.” 

He catches himself before divulging what 
these mistakes were, although he does reveal, 
“positions were filled but tasks weren’t fulfilled”. 

“That caused the movie to take a lot longer 
to be made and cost a lot more money than it 
should have. The strange thing is, when it all 
came together, every possibility had been 
analysed a thousand times over, so it felt like 
it made the movie stronger in the end.”

AT THE CENTRE: There's plenty to see and do in France's third largest city, including great food and designer shopping

GARISH pink and silver curtains 
drew open, drums rolled and out 
came the dancing girls. A moment 
later the compeer asked the audi¬ 
ence (in French): ‘anyone here from 
Pas de Calais?’ Hands went up 
accompanied by cheers. ‘Etrangers 
bienvenus’ - welcome strangers - 
he chuckled. 

Strangers? We were enjoying a dinner/ 
cabaret at La Palace Prestige, av du People 
Beige, (think mini Moulin Rouge) in Lille, 
located in Northern France, bordering 
Belgium. It’s a hop and a skip from Pas De 
Calais and a 40-minute dash from Calais by 
car, yet for the Lilloise, anywhere outside the 
city limits is a different country. 

Twenty years ago it was a run-down indus¬ 
trial town but a group of companies including 
Auchan and Le Redout funded a city-wide 
facelift to reveal a quaint, cobbled, medieval 
city with a distinct Flemish flavour that per¬ 
meates everything from local Chiti dialect (‘sh’ 
sounds and rolling Vs), white beers that taste 
like Belgian Hoegaarden, estaminets (Flemish- 
style restaurants serving rustic Flemish food) 
to beautiful Flemish renaissance architecture. 

The best example is at Grand’Place (aka 
Place du General du Gaul who was bom here 
in 1890). The 17th-century Vieille Bourse is a 
quadrangle of 24 ornate houses surrounding a 
courtyard where trading took place. 

Second-hand book- and flower-sellers gather 
daily beneath the cloisters, while groups of 
chess-players meet (if you fancy a game, take 
a seat) for daily tournaments. 


Lille - France’s third largest city after Paris 
and Lyon - is famous for designer shopping. 
Hermes, Louis Vuiton and Lacoste have taken 
root in me de la Grande Chaussee mingling 
with smaller boutiques in Lille’s oldest street, 
rue de la Monnaie. Printemps (think 
Debenhams) is on me Nationale and the soul¬ 
less Euralille shopping mall by the Eurostar 
terminal offers 150 shops. 

Eating out in Lille is a joy. Michelin starred A 
l’Huitriere, rue des Chats Bossus, is a 
favourite. At its front is a fish shop that thinks 
it’s an art gallery - art-deco style with splendid 
mosaics of fishermen at work. 

The restaurant at the rear offers fish dishes 
such as its signature dish of turbot in potato 
cmst with butter. 

If it’s tea-time, there’s no better place than 
Meert patisserie, on me Esquermoise. Its fili¬ 
gree interior leads the way into a coffee shop 
where they serve their feted waffles (gauffres) 
filled with sweet Madagascar vanilla. Charles 
de Gaulle would buy a box or two of them to 
present as gifts to visiting dignitaries. 


You can find out more about Charles de 
Gaulle at the Musee Natale du General de 
Gaul museum, 9 me de Princesse. 

This was his former childhood home and as 
well as insights into what made him tick, 
you’ll see the room he was bom, his cot and 
even the robe in which he was baptised. Just 
around the comer is the St Etiene church 
where baby de Gaulle got to wear it. 

Don’t miss the Palais des Beaux-Arts at 
Place de la Republique. Second only to the 
Louvre in Paris, this magnificent building 
houses prestigious collections of paintings, 
sculptures and ceramics. Allow two hours to 
enjoy works by Donatello (in particular the 
Feast of Herod sculpture), Toulouse-Lautrec, 
Rubens, Rodin and Delacroix and the impossi¬ 
bly romantic The Kiss by Carolus-Duan. 

Perhaps more compelling is the factoiy stores 
at L’Usine. More than 200 brands are on sale at 
70 per cent off retail prices. Best buys are at the 
Delsey luggage store, at Valery Bijoux for dis¬ 
counted jewellery and watches by designers 
Guess, Diesel and Dolce & Gabbana.

Furthermore, cancellations were down 
to 13 per cent for the period July 1 to 
November 8 2009, compared with 23.7 
per cent in the same period of 2008.

LEADING estate agents Strutt & 
Parker revealed a sharp drop in prof¬ 
its in its first results since converting 
to limited liability partnership status 
in May 2008. 

Profits available to partners dropped 79 per cent 
from £16 million in 2008 to £3.3 million. Revenue 
was down by a quarter, from £86.3 million to £64.9 
million. 

However, the first six months of the current 
financial year have shown an improvement. The 
firm made a profit of £4.8 million, compared to 
£500,000 at the half-year stage last year. 

The company also says the better economy, as 
well as the significant saving it has made, should 
go some way towards recovering its performance, 
especially as the market appears to be regaining 
some level of optimism 

Senior partner Andy Martin said: “The year to 
April 30 we view as very much history, particular¬ 
ly as we have seen a good improvement in our 
recent results in particular the London residential 
team which has reported its strongest trading 
month ever in September. 

“We, along with our competitors, faced a very 
tough trading environment with transactional 
business slowing for the last quarter of ’08 and 
first quarter of ’09. However, as with all diverse 
businesses, some parts performed exceptionally 
well whereas other parts struggled. 

“Significant cost reductions and efficiencies 
were made during the year to adjust operating 
costs and these mean that as a firm we have a 
better platform for this market to enable us to 
continue to improve profitability.

Sharp rise in empty homes 'reflects deprivation' 



ACCORDING to the latest Halifax Empty 
Homes Survey, the number of private homes 
empty for at least six months soared by nine per 
cent during the year to April 2008. 

The figure went up to 303,285, a level not seen 
since April 2003. The bank said the latest figures 
mean that 1.6 per cent of all privately-owned 
properties in England were empty. 

Furthermore, the Halifax said when homes 
unoccupied for less than six months were includ¬ 
ed in the total, the figure rose to 613,270. 

Properties are classed as being empty if they 
have been vacant for more than six months 


because they are between occupants, undergoing 
modernisation, or in disrepair. 

And the Halifax highlighted levels of depriva¬ 
tion were typically higher in areas that had a 
high proportion of vacant properties. 

Suren Thiru, of the Halifax, said: “It is concern¬ 
ing that there are more than 300,000 private 
homes in England that have been empty for 
more than six months and the number has 
increased, following several years of decline. 

“Often, high levels of long-term empty homes 
reflect relatively high levels of deprivation, low 
average earnings and high unemployment.”

Outlander gains firm 
acceptance this time 


CURIOUS how two generations of 
Mitsubishi Outlander have suited 
the name in contrasting ways. 

The original (2004-07) probably invented the 
term ‘crossover’ by mixing off-roader and 
chunky estate, but was doomed to be an ‘out¬ 
lander’ with UK buyers - a dipsomaniac 2.0- 
litre petrol engine was the only power option. 

However, its successor fits the Outlander 
name as Mitsubishi intended, suggesting suit¬ 
ability for life in the country or on the frontier. 

It is also offered with two diesel options as 
well as another thirsty petrol unit, which we’ll 
ignore after this. 

The 2.0 DI-D SE (£19,999 and entry model 
for range) test car has a proven 140bhp VW 
diesel that can be coarse under acceleration, 
but pulls well and cruises smoothly thanks to 
a slick six-speed ‘box. 

The alternative is a 154bhp 2.2-litre and I 
know this is impressive too, having tried it in 
the Mitsi’s Citroen C-Crosser and Peugeot 
4007 cloned sisters. 

The 2.0-litre Mitsubishi is the cheapest 
diesel though, starting at £19,999 and now 
with more standard kit.

Would-be Toyota RAV4 and Honda CR-V 
buyers should also check it out for the ace up 
its sleeve - a no-cost option of two extra 
though basic seats. 

While I could not test it, the Mitsi’s various 
drive options should outclass the above rivals 
in gentle off-roading too. 

The driver can lock the car in front-wheel 
drive for economy, though this allows scrab¬ 
bling if you accelerate too enthusiastically on 
damp or loose surfaces. 

So the preferred default is ‘4WD auto’ - fixed 
format with most ‘soft-roaders’ - which is 
essentially front-wheel drive too, but rear 
wheels automatically add drive and grip if a 
loss of traction is sensed at the front; ‘4WD 
Lock’ does what it says, locking drive to all four 
wheels for muddy tracks, fields or snowfalls. 

Like most 4x4s though, Outlander owners 
will rarely ask it to flex its muscles, so simply 
being a classy drive is a big plus; body roll is 
well controlled for a high vehicle and the car 
grips and rides with great composure. 

It is also a handy MPV too with plenty of 
stowage and a serious cargo area when all rear 
seats are folded - this is also easily loaded via 
a split tailgate.

The academy players 
battled, but they were unable to stop 
Brighton from completing a comfortable 
victory. 

Brighton’s line-out caused Folkestone a 
number of problems and they opened the 
scoring with a try from a set-piece. 
Folkestone failed to learn from the score, as 
Brighton produced an identical move from 
another line-out to score a second try. 

Folkestone responded shortly after, how¬ 
ever, and scored their first try of the game. 
Jon Morton won the ball from a line-out 
and he sprinted down the right wing to 
score. The try was fortunate, as Morton 
appeared to put a foot in touch during the 
move. 

With seven points between the two sides 
at the start of the second-half, Folkestone 
were eager to score next to cut the deficit. 

For the first ten minutes of the period 
both teams huffed and puffed until 
Brighton won a line-out on their right wing 
and completed a catch and drive to score in 
the corner. 

Folkestone’s hopes of victory were dashed 
late on, when Brighton scored their fourth 
try of the afternoon. The Brighton backs 
passed the ball out towards the wing and 
then an inside pass allowed one of their 
centres to crash through a hole in the 
Folkestone defence. 

Jeffery’s side hope to bounce back this 
Saturday, when they travel to face Old 
Gravesendians.
